is an unproductive way to proceed and is trying to convince Chairman Scheurer 
to broaden the focus of the hearings and to forego asking the DCI to testify. 

The NFAC analysts she met agreed with her substantive analytical approach 

to the population problem. Williamson said that Chairman Scheurer will almost 
certainly want to speak informally with an Agency representative knowledgeable 
about population matters. I told her we would be happy to arrange for sucha 
meeting, Ibriefed[ |] NFAC/CSS, on the Williamson visit and BAT 
possibility that Chairman Scheurer may want to meet an Agency representative 
as early as next week.
